SHIPPING INDUSTRY

The onnual report for the year 
1934-35 of Lioyd’s Register of 
Shipping has just come, to hand. 
in which a mass of informative 
figures are given, and from which 
i¢ is satisfactory to note that there 
is evidence of a slight improve- 
ment in the outlook for the ship- 
ping industry,’

war at the: London Naval Con: 
ference, There is, as we have just 
pointed out, evidence of a slight! 
improvement in the industry, which 
has suffered from severe depression 
during the last. few years. There 
were seVeral factors ‘contributing 
to the, change for the better; none 
the least of which was the passage 
of the British Shipping (Assistance) 
Act, 1935, 1 

Following the’ passage of this 
Act, which, while granting a sub- 


‘| sidy, required: a real measure of 
| organization of the shipping indus- 


try, @ system of freight co-opera- 
tion has been instituted. Minimum 
freight schemés have been agreed 
and adopted’ internationally in the 
Principal tramp trades, and active 
co-operation has also been estab- 
ished between Uners and tramps. 

. One of the good results arising 
out of these} arrangements, has 
been to arrest the further decline 
in frelghts and to stabilise mintmum 
rates at levels which should: ar 
least cover the cost of operation. 
Another favourable condition de- 
riving from the same Act ts the 
agreement among, owners of oll- 
carrying vessels, whereby they are 
refrained from ~ operating redun- 
‘dant tonnage, and this has had the 
effect of maintaining oll treights 
on & more ‘steady basis, 

The figures:‘given in respect. of 
the passenger-carrying trade, how- 
ever, are not. so. promising, but we 
need not be too unduly Pessimistic 
in thia connection. Since the re-. 
‘port was issued, conditions. have 
undergone .a, change for the better 
and the hope 1s generally enter- 
tained that’ before long ‘this trade 
will also be improved’ From the 
report in hand, it would seem that 
while some of: the lines were 
operating with satisfactory results. 
there were, unfortunately, other 
cases in which Jiner companies 
were receiving no adequate returns 
for continuing to run their service.
